PIRE CHIEF'S REPORT 


We have continued our regular drills during the past summer. A ten 
weeks course in fire fighting was given the firemen under the instruction 
of Capt. Leslie Ackerman of the Greenfield Fire Department. 


A 10 weeks course in First Aid was held late this fall with Chief Roy 
Turton and Mrs. Ware of Shelburne Falls as instructors. This course was 
taken by the Firemen’s Auxiliary as well as the firemen. 


There were 21 calls to the Fire Department this past year. This is 
identical to the number of calls in 1953. However, this year all the fires 
were in Colrain while last year four of the calls were out of town. The 
Stacy Fire was the only serious fire last year. 


Hose racks were installed in the Fire Station to store hose. A small 
high pressure portable pump was purchased to give better fire protection 
in outlying districts where there is a lack of water. 


This new portable can be taken right into a building and water can be 
pumped from bath tubs or pails. This is not a volume pump but a means 
of trying to stop a fire or hold it until our larger pump is able to get to the 
fire. 


Our other equipment remains the same as last year except that it is 


one year older. 


This next year we face the problem of dial telephones making it neces- 
sary to arrange for other methods in calling the Fire Department in case 
of fire. 

We have been informed that Colrain is to go on dial phones June 8; 
therefore, a network of four fire phones will be installed. I shall explain 
these at town meeting as well as procedure to use in calling the firemen. 
Naturally, this constitutes an added expense in the Fire Department Budget. 

The firemen last year received pay only for fighting the Stacy Fire. 
All other calls were handled as a public service. 

I feel that the firemen have done a fine job in the past year with the 
limited equipment they have to work with. We would still like to see more 
men in the Fire Service as well as women in the auxiliary.

It is this 
type of cooperation that will help keep our children from becoming victims 
of these diseases, and will also help to keep our town at the top of the list 
in this county, as far as the percentage of immunized children is concerned. 


During the year there has been a variable number of communicable dis- 
eases reported, including mumps, measles, chicken pox, scarlet fever. We 
hope the residents of the town will continue to report the contagious dis- 
eases in their homes. This type of cooperation is very helpful to the Board. 


The pre-school children’s Health Conference was conducted as usual 
and at this time we hereby extend our thanks to the members of the Parent 
Teachers’ Association who were so helpful in conducting this Conference.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year 
ending December 31, 1954. 


During the year we have added 215 new books to the Library, 
98 adult fiction, 51 non-fiction, 12 reference, 35 juvenile fiction, 19 
non-fiction, of this total number 10 being gifts. We have discarded 
169 books. 


Library circulation was 5,067, adult 2,803, juvenile 2,264. The 
Bookmobile has made the regular scheduled trips to town, leaving 
books at Library, school and private homes, with a circulation of 
4,281, adult 2,213, juvenile 2,068, making a total circulation of 9,348. 

A total of 125 Five-book and 13 Honor Reading Certificates have 
been awarded as follows. Grade IV, 18 Five-book and 3 Honor, Grade 
V, 26 Five-book, Grade VI, 64 Five-book and 10 Honor, Grade VIII, 
17 Five-book. 


Magazine subscriptions have been renewed and “Better Homes 
and Gardens” has been added to the list for next year. All magazines, 
with the exception of the current issues, are circulated the same as 
books. 


The Book Committee has met each month giving careful consid- 
eration to the purchase of new books. Mr. de Grasse and Miss Vannah 
of the Regional Library Center were present at one of the meetings 
for an evening of consultation with the Committee. 

We are grateful to the Trustees for the purchase of material for 
a Bulletin Board and to Mr. Robert Snively for its excellent construc- 
tion. 

The genealogical files of the late Mr. Frank Stetson of Pittsfield 
have been carefully put in order by Mrs. Nellie Bolton and are acces- 
sible at the Library to anyone interested in family research. 

During Education Week the second grade of Central School, 
accompanied by their teacher Mrs. Miller, visited: the Library, and, 
as it was an initial visit for some, was quite eventful. 

In the spring Miss Vannah of the Regional Library Center had 
a story telling hour for the first four grades and in November and 
December gave Book Reviews for fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth 
grades and told stories to the first four grades. 

It is gratifying that, through the interest of the Trustees, the 
project of new lighting for the Library is already under way.

Report of School Superintendent 


I hereby submit my fourth annual report as superintendent of 
the Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne Schools. 


With a common high school I shall direct some of my thoughts 
to all three towns and deviate in some areas which apply only to 
certain towns. 


In our national magazines and newspapers we are having many 
articles written both for and against public education. Many of these 
articles are helpful to stimulate our thinking and many are written 
by professional writers who have never taught school, to help only 
the sale of magazines. 
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The following are excerpts from articles which have appeared 
in some of our magazines. 


YESTERDAY’S SCHOOLS VS. TODAY’S 
“In 1921, 5,690 children in the third through the eighth grade in 
Lincoln, Nebraska, were given a reading test. In 1947, some 5,100 
Lincoln kids took the same test. Here are the average scores with 
the 1921 scores first. Grade 3 - 44.34%, 57.69%; Grade 4 - 65.29%, 
73.28%; Grade 5 - 76.47%, 90.13%; Grade 6 - 79.69%, 91.96%; Grade 
7 - 89.50%, 94.01%; Grade 8 - 89.19%, 92.92%.” 


“In Dearborn, Michigan, five public schools compared pupils 
in the fourth through the sixth grade in 1926 and 1951. The 1951 | 
youngsters showed themselves as much as a year and a half ahead 
of the 1926 boys and girls in reading and at least one semester ahead 
of them in arithmetic. In written and oral English the difference was 
even greater—the 1951 kids registering as much as a two-year lead 
over the corresponding 1926 classes. Only in spelling did Dearborn’s 
1951 crop of pupils fail to beat students of the previous generation.” 

There are other similar studies which have been made. 


THE SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAMS 


Probably one major change which has developed in our school 
systems during the past twenty years has been the introduction of 
the school lunch program. I can well remember its beginning back 
in the 1930’s when children were fed in one of the small towns in 
which I was teaching. In those days this program was the only 
possible chance which some children had to obtain any food from 
one day to the next. 


Today we look upon the lunch program as a medium of building 
healthier citizens and as a social experience. From September 1953 
to June 1954 the Buckland School cafeteria served 19,670 meals, the 
Colrain School cafeteria served 37,912 meals and in Shelburne 42,168 
meals were served. The average cost per meal was as follows: Buck- 
land .33¢, Colrain .31¢ and Shelburne .36¢. The children are charged 
.25¢ for meals in Buckland, .20¢ for meals in Colrain, .20¢ for children 
in the Shelburne elementary schools, and .25¢ for children at the 
high school level. The Federal Government through the State Depart- 
ment of Education reimburses each town .09¢ for each meal served. 
In addition many surplus commodities are available to serve the 
‘children through the Federal Lunch Office. 


In our agreements to participate in the Federal Lunch Program, 
we cannot deprive any child providing he is willing to pay for his 
lunch, from eating in the school lunch room. 

ARMS ACADEMY 


At the end of the 1954 school year Mr. Thomas Watkins, who 
had so ably filled the position of Principal during the past nineteen 
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years, retired from his position. During these nineteen years Mr. 
Watkins gave most generously of his time and efforts in promoting 
high standards of scholarship at the academy. I am sure we all 
join in wishing him many happy enjoyable and fruitful years now 
that he has left public school service. 


After processing over forty-five applications and interviewing 
a number of candidates Mr. Dana Drew of Portland, Maine was 
selected to succeed Mr. Watkins. Mr. Drew has had a great deal of 
experience as a secondary school teacher, coach, and principal. In 
addition he has had the experience of working with students at the 
Junior College level. 


TEACHER CHANGES 


At the end of the school year 1953 and 1954 there was a 25% 
turn over of teachers in the school union. The large percentage of 
these changes took place at Arms Academy. This may sound like an 
alarming teacher turn over. However, in talking with other superin- 
tendents I find the turn over in towns range from 10%, 50%, and 
even in some towns 100%. 


Some teacher change is good for any system but an excess of 
change damages an educational institution. Why do teachers change 
‘positions? 

1. Professional advancement 

2. Higher salaries 

3. Better physical conditions under which to teach 

4, Nearness to family and friends 

5. Lack of friendliness in a community 

6. Unnecessary criticism from people of a community 

What are the factors which influence teachers to come to our 
community? 


Salary

REGIONAL PLANNING 


During the past several months a committee of nine members 
called the Regional School Planning Committee has been meeting 
to attempt to find a solution to the school housing situation.

There is no doubt that the schools of the past and also at present 
are doing an outstanding job of educating our youth. There is also 
no doubt that the horse and buggy, the sailing vessel, and the square 
rigger, the kerosene lamp, the record playing victrola, and the milking 
pail and stool served well and contributed much in its time. We have 
left most of these latter mentioned instruments to a by-gone age and 
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are facing the future realistically. If schools are to train citizens 
of a future generation who are to live in the atomic age, the jet 
airplane, and even the possibility of flying into space, they must 
change, too. 


Schools organized on a larger unit basis are to be the schools 
of the future. Such towns as Charlemont and Hawley on the elemen- 
tary level; Deerfield, Whately, Conway, and Sunderland, Northfield, 
Bernardston, and Warwick on the secondary level, have moved for- 
ward into this new age. There are many others throughout this state, 
the New England States, and the Nation that have done the same. 


Recently the National Association of Manufacturers, which is 
a conservative organization, in a pamphlet dated August 1954 en- 
titled “Our Public Schools” wrote as follows: ‘“Many states encourage 
reorganization of school districts—as a method of improving edu- 
eation. Small schools and small districts tend to be expensive; they 
may not obtain full return on the dollars invested. Their financial 
limitations make it impossible to offer a broad educational program.” 


They also quote as follows: “We are spending proportionately 
less of our income on schools today than we did in 1930—even then 
the schools were supported inadequately.” 


A brochure of the Regional Planning Committee findings will be 
printed for all the citizens of Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne to 
study before they report back to the respective towns. 


COLRAIN CENTRAL SCHOOL 


Most of the facts concerning the organization at the Colrain 
Central School have been outlined in the principal’s report. Colrain 
has again been most fortunate in having a minimum of teacher re- 
placement. Any town which can boast of so few replacements is indeed 
most fortunate in these times of teacher shortages. There is no doubt 
that the type of conditions under which teachers work (new buildings, 
etc.) tends to reduce teacher replacement. 


Last spring the school committee received the resignation of Mrs. 
Isabelle Sternburg who had so capably filled the position of teacher 
of grade one. Mrs. Sternburg found it necessary to resign because of 
poor health. Mrs. Alice Streeter was appointed to fill the position. 


This fall Mr. Myron Fish resigned his position as custodian. Mr. 
George Call was appointed to replace Mr. Fish. Myron did an out- 
standing job of maintaining the building and we were all sorry to 
see him leave. Mr. Call is continuing the good work which was so 
ably carried on by Myron during his service as custodian. 


The remedial program and the helping teacher, I am sure, have 
produced results which will be beneficial to your children now and 
in the years ahead. 
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During the summer months the kitchen was repainted. A new 
thirty-two cubic foot freezer was purchased for the cafeteria. This 
will save on the rental of freezer space and also save many hours 
in transporting food from the Freezer Locker to Colrain. 


A new vacuum cleaner was purchased this past year. The original 
vacuum cleaner which was purchased when the building was new 
did not seem to be an efficient machine. The school committee re- 
ceived a trade-in allowance of seventy-five dollars for the old machine. 
Since the purchase of the new vacuum cleaner we have observed 
that the floors are more easily and better maintained. 


During the summer of 1955 the exterior of the Colrain Central 
School should be painted. 


I wish to thank the school committee for their understanding 
counsel, the teachers for their support, and the parents and pupils 
for their whole hearted cooperation.

TOWN OF COLRAIN 


MEMBERSHIP BY AGE AND GRADE, OCTOBER 1, 1954 
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Report of Principal of 
Colrain Central School 


I herewith submit my second annual report as principal of Col- 
rain Central School. 


School convened September 8th with an enrollment of 227 pupils. 
We were fortunate in having all of our former teachers return to 
us again. There was one change in teacher assignment. Mrs. Alice 
Streeter was assigned regular teacher in the first grade and Mrs. 
Helen Carpenter became remedial reading teacher and assistant in 
the fourth grade. One change has taken place in the school personnel. 
Myron Fish resigned as custodian and George Call was hired to re- 
place him. While we were very sorry to see Myron leave us, we are 
happy to state that the building is being very capably cared for by 
George. 

Our academic program is progressing very well. Within the past 
year we did some curriculum revising and replaced al! of our social 
studies books with new, up-to-date histories and geographies. It is 
a general feeling among educators that because of the rapid change 
in world events, history and geography books become obsolete in a 
short time. This is more so in the field of geography because of 
changes brought about by newer and faster methods of transporta- 
tion, communication, and changes in ways of living caused by newer 
methods in agriculture, manufacturing, mining, and other industries 
all over the world. With these thoughts in mind, a committee of 
teachers chose a series of textbooks that, they felt, would meet the 
needs of the children. At present a group of teachers is working 
on a language curriculum. Our school is being represented by Mrs. 
Gertrude Streeter. 


As has been mentioned in a previous report, the main purpose 
of any school is to provide boys and girls with a certain amount of 
skill in reading, writing, and arithmetic. I am heartily in accord with 
this purpose. But other aims and purposes also should be stressed. 


In this age of speedy transportation and communication, we have 
to learn that we cannot live by ourselves but have to live with other 
people. We must learn to be tolerant and to see that the “other fel- 
low” has rights and privileges that should be considered as well as 
ours. This tolerance is one of the characteristics of a good citizen 
and is a large part of our “American Way” of living. 


One of the best ways of creating a learning situation in getting 
along with others is by having a well-planned and executed physical 
education program in the school. In such a program children learn 
to play as well as work together. They learn that in order to get 
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along and get the best out of their school life they must respect the 
rights, privileges, and abilities of other children. A good physical 
education program takes into consideration every child and tends to 
develop his potential as a good citizen. While we do have a certain 
amount of physical education in our school, I feel that the situation 
could be improved greatly and that the children would benefit greatly 
by an improved program. 


Tn conjunction with physical education, the seventh and eighth 
grades have a series of socials every year. These socials are largely 
pupil-planned and pupil-executed. They have proved to be highly 
successful. Besides giving the boys and girls a chance to use their 
abilities in planning and executing activities, they tend to develop a 
certain amount of physical poise and to enhance social graces. We 
are indebted and grateful to our local P. T. A. for their help in 
making these socials more successful. 


At this time I would like to make mention of our special super- 
visors and the good work they are doing to make our school a success. 
Mr. Fleming, the penmanship supervisor, has a program planned that 
tends to develop good penmanship in all the pupils. Mr. Shea’s art 
program certainly “speaks” for itself by the amount of excellent 
work exhibited at our open-house each year. The results of Mr. 
Smither’s musical program is probably best portrayed at the Arms 
Academy Annual Spring Concert, a program well worth seeing and 
hearing. 


Our school cafeteria is still very popular with the children and 
contributes greatly to our school program. Delicious, nourishing, 
well-balanced meals are served by our dietician, Mrs, Marion Call, 
and her assistants, Mrs. Agnes Purington, and Mrs. Natalie Worden. 


Miss Genevieve Ely, dental hygienist from the State Department 
of Health, is continuing her dental program in the school. This year 
she did not apply the sodium-fluoride treatment but did give each 
child a thorough check-up. The parents were notified of any dental 
defects in the children. Sound teeth are essential not only to good 
health but also to good looks, Because of this, a good oral hygiene 
program should be carried on by all children. Frequent visits to the 
dentist are necessary as a part of this program. I would earnestly 
urge all parents to cooperate in this matter for the benefit of the 
children. 


To all school personnel for their cooperation, to the superin- 
tendent of schools, and the school committee for their help and 
guidance, to the citizens of Colrain for their support, all of which 
are needed to keep our school a functional institution of learning, I 
am humbly grateful.

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Report of Principal of 
Arms Academy 


I submit herewith my first annual report as Principal of Arms 
Academy. 


This, my first report, will of necessity be quite incomplete, and 
will consist of several general observations that show either the strong 
or weak points of your high school. These are my personal opinions, 
based on what experience I have gained during the past thirteen 
years as teacher, coach, and principal. It is not to be critical of the 
past, but to look forward to the future of our children, that these 
things are mentioned. 


The Fall Semester 


The fall semester has been, in general, quite successful.. Our 
football team and band provided us with many enjoyable Saturday 
afternoons and, win or lose, proved that good coaching, team spirit, 
and hard work will provide many valuable lessons. 


Our Booster Day and Magazine Drive were most successful, due 
to the wonderful cooperation of both students and townspeople. With- 
out these two sources of income we would be at least $1,000.00 in the 
red at the end of the year. 


The Senior Play was a fine lesson in cooperation, as nearly every 
member of the Senior Class had some part in making it a truly fine 
performance. 


The academic side of the school is going reasonably well. You, 
as townspeople and teachers of the past, can be justly proud of pro- 
viding a very broad curriculum and insisting on high standards of 
achievement. These standards are maintained in every area, whether 
it be vocational training, college preparation, or general achievement. 
In an era when there is a slight tendency to dilute or minimize 
achievement, let us hope that we can maintain our good standing. 


The students have many excellent qualities, even though a few 
seem to have no goals and drift from day to day. They are well 
worth your confidence and support. Be sure to encourage and pro- 
mote their many fine qualities, rather than harp on their few weak- 
nesses. They are our greatest hope—both as our sons and daughters 
and as our future neighbors and citizens. 
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Items for Thought and Discussion 


The following points need general thought and discussion by 
townspeople and schoo! personnel. I shall propose the following with 
but brief discussion and with hope that consideration may be given to 
each one. 


1. CHANGES IN FACULTY. A few changes in faculty may 
be desirable, but many changes can lead to semi-disaster. In six 
years there have been 32 changes in the faculty at Arms Academy, 
which were as follows for the past four years: 1951, seven; 1952, 
five; 1953, seven; 1954, seven. When nearly 40% of the faculty is 
new each year it is rather difficult to organize and supervise the 
type of program we want for our children. As an example, one of 
our present seniors has had four different teachers in mathematics 
in four years. Let’s study this situation as our most important high 
school problem and do something about it. 


2. FLEXIBILITY IN SCHEDULE. There is a need for the addi- 
tion of a few courses and the changing of course requirements, in 
both the academic and vocational programs, to better fit the many 
needs of our students. This will be partially remedied this coming 
vear but requires a continuing study and action program each year. 


3. INADEQUATE CLASSROOM AND SHOP SPACE. Granted 
that the condition is no worse than it has been for many years, class- 
room and shop facilities are inadequate. There are six classrooms 
that are either in the cellar or of such shape that teaching is most 
disagreeable and certainly not efficient. One shop is not more than 
half big enough, and the agricultural shop is in an underheated build- 
ing in Buckland. 


4, AUDITORIUM SPACE LIMITED BY A NEW AND VAL- 
UABLE SERVICE. Our auditorium is now a cafeteria where we 
serve hot lunches to 170 high school students and 90 elementary 
students every day. This leaves us without a suitable assembly hall, 
no stage facilities, and interferes with the use of one classroom. 


5. INADEQUATE PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND ATHLETIC 
FIELDS. The Cricket Field is over a mile from school, which causes 
not only a great inconvenience but also a safety problem in getting 
our boys there and back. The baseball field interferes with the foot- 
ball field, and bleachers must be moved back and forth. In addition 
to this, the only area open for classes in physical education is on 
the front campus, where it is rather difficult to try to have boys 
play touch football and girls field hockey at the same time. 


6. SAFETY AND HEALTH: A PROBLEM IN PASSING 
FROM BUILDING TO BUILDING, Every day at least half of our 
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pupils must go out-of-doors and across two public roads while chang- 
ing classes. 


7. CHANGING FROM 8TH GRADE TO FIRST YEAR IN 
HIGH SCHOOL. Many students find difficulty in the transition from 
8th grade to high school. This step needs to be made smaller, prob- 
ably through a 7-12 school. 


8. BETTER GUIDANCE NEEDED FROM PARENTS AND 
TEACHERS IN CURRICULUM PLANNING. Some students have 
programs too difficult, some not difficult enough. Some may be in the 
wrong field. Some don’t understand the many opportunities in other 
programs. A great deal of attention is being given this situation, but 
we need better cooperation on this vital problem. 


9. STUDENTS NEED INDIVIDUAL HELP. All of our teach- 
ers are here at least forty-five minutes after general dismissal for 
the purpose of giving individual help, but the time is not being used 
to advantage by pupils. Encourage the use of this privilege. 


10. PARENTS DO NOT VISIT THE SCHOOL. We are always 
available to talk with you concerning your child’s problems. Your 
help is necessary if we are to be successful in our work. Let’s talk 
over our common interest—your youngsters. 


These may or may not be valid comments about the most pressing 
problems at Arms Academy, but they represent my own rather early 
conclusions.

MUSIC SUPERVISOR'S REPORT 


A very common expression in the field of school music is ‘‘Music 
for every child, every child for Music.” 


What does music have to offer? In the first place, music can make 
children’s lives at least a little happier and anything worthwhile that 
helps people to be even a bit happier is “good.” Music is accepted as 
the “Universal Language.” It can surmount even the barriers of 
tongue, creed and color. Therefore it has a very considerable socializ- 
ing effect, in that it helps people to get along better with others. 
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Perhaps one of the greatest values of music is that it teaches 
“teamwork.” The discipline of working with others in an effort to 
produce pleasing musical performance is quite likely to influence the 
person in the direction of losing sight of himself in his effort to help 
the group. 


One could well say that the primary goal of music education is 
the enrichment of students’ lives. I continually strive for this goal, 
and with the capable help of the classroom teacher, I trust that we 
are at least partially successful. 


We hope to be able to place new music textbooks in the schools 
soon for the further enrichment of the students. The present ones 
have been in use for nearly ten years and are not only pretty well 
worn out, but are slightly outmoded in some respects. 


Improved reading ability continues to be a prime objective, along 
with as much listening and rhythm work as time permits. 


Through the kindness of the Colrain P.T.A. tonettes (pre-band 
instruments) will be purchased for use in the 4th grade. From past 
experience, I feel sure the boys and girls will receive much benefit 
and enjoyment from these instruments. My thanks to the P.T.A. for 
making this possible. 


There are at present 21 students taking instrumental lessons. 
This is an increase of one over last year. I would say that the success 
of each instrumental student depends upon the following: (1) interest 
(2) daily practice; (3) regular attendance for lessons and (4) an 
average amount of talent. I believe that “interest” is the most im- 
portant of these four points, for if that is present the other things 
will take care of themselves. Unfortunately, too many students prac- 
tice only occasionally. Because of this their progress is greatly 
retarded, and so their interest lags. I would truly appreciate any 
home help that I could get relative to daily practice. Only through 
these points can our instrumental program attain the success for 
which I hope. : 


The Arms Academy band has 42 members at present. This is a 
decrease of 2 from last year. This is an excellent example of the 
importance of a good feeder system. Seventeen key players were lost 
to the band through graduation. This is the largest number that I 
have ever lost at one time from any school band. This speaks well for 
the musical accomplishments of the class of ’54. Only through hard 
work in the elementary schools can these members be replaced yearly. 


Of the 42 members in this year’s band, 11 are Colrain Students. 


New and modern uniforms arrived for the band last spring. They 
certainly add greatly to the appearance. I would like to take this 
opportunity to personally thank each individual and group who helped 
in any way to make this possible. 
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Through the kindness of the Academy P.T.A. we have recently 
purchased a glockenspiel, which we anticipate will add to the band 
considerably. 


The band participated in the following events during the past 
year: All football games, Booster Day Rally, Franklin County Fair, 
opening of Gribbons Music House, Senior Play, Basketball Tourna- 
ment at Amherst, Western Massachusetts Music Festival, Memorial 
Day (Colrain), Annual Spring Concert, Graduation and the Fourth 
of July Parade. 


The Junior Band continues to practice weekly and plays for the 
elementary school graduations. 


The twirlers have continued to be very active, especially in the 
fall and spring. Their work has, in my opinion, been outstanding. It 
is expected that they will have new uniforms shortly. 


The Arms Chorus continues to be large, with approximately 135 
members. They have, I think, performed in such a manner in the 
past, as to bring considerable credit to themselves. 


For the continued support of the teachers, school officials, and 
townspeople, I am grateful.

SCHOOL NURSE'S REPORT 


The annual physical examinations have been completed by Dr. 
John Olson with few major defects noted. As in the past year, chil- 
dren in three grades of elementary school age were examined. 


The usual weights and measures have been taken. The audio- 
meter tests were given early in the spring with few minor defects 
noted. The Massachusetts Vision Tests have been given this fall. 
Several visual defects were noted and many corrections are being 
made. 


Miss Genevieve Ely, dental hygienist from the Connecticut Valley 
District of the Massachusetts Department of Public Health has ex- 
amined all children for dental cares; and has given all the children 
certificates to be signed by their dentist when dental work is com- 
pleted. This has encouraged better dental health. 
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The clinic for immunization to diphtheria, whooping cough, and 
tetanus was held in the spring. EHighty-one children attended; 39 
were preschool age. All children, except one, entering first grade have 
received immunization at the clinic or by a private physician. 


The Well Child Conference for preschool children was held July 
19, 20, 21 with cooperation and assistance of the Parent-Teachers 
Association, parents, and other interested people. Dr. John Olson was 
the attending physician. Mrs. Vester Coombs was nutritional con- 
sultant, and Mrs. Roslyn McIntosh was dental consultant. 115 children 
attended. 19 entered school in September.
